London, May 13.—The British bat­ 


tleship Goliath has been torpedoed in 


the Dardanelles. It is feared 500 lives 


have been lost. Announcement of the 


loss was made in the house of com­

Churchill. 


Mr. Churchill said: 
“The Goliath 


was torpedoed last night, while pro­ 
tecting the French flank, just inside 
the strait. 
Twenty officers and 160 
men were saved, which I feel means 
over 500 were lost.” 
The admiral commanding 
at 
the 
Dardanelles telegraphed that the Brit­ 
ish submarine S-14, which, with much 
daring, penetrated to the Sea of Ma- 
mora, reported she sank two Turkish 
gunboats and a transport. 
The Goliath was a boat of the pre- 
dreadnaught type. 
She w’as built in 
1898. 
Her complement was 750 men. 
She was 400 feet long on the water 
line and 74 feet beam. 
Her displace­ 
ment 
was 
12,950 
tons. 
She was 
armed with four 12-inch and twelve 
6-inch guns, twelve 12-pounders, six 
3-pounders and two machine guns. Sh© 
had four torpedo tubes.

could find lodging only in such a fiery 
and imaginative brain as that of Mr. 
George Sylvester Viereek, the youth­ 
ful editor of “Fatherland.” There is 
no more 
a 
German-American vote 
than 
there 
is 
a 
British-American 
vote,” or a 
“Catholic 
vote” 
or 
a 
“ Baptist vote” or a “women's vote” 
or a “Christian Science” or a “Pas­ 
tor Russell vote.” 
Our 
voters, re­ 
gardless of racial 
origin 
or 
affilia­ 
tions, are 
Americans—which 
is to 
say, they are individualists, who cast 
their ballots according to their per­ 
sonal inclinations, and 
they are dis­ 
posed to use the American franchise 
exclusively for settling American is­ 
sues. 


We must all take off 
our hats to 
William Howard Taft 
and acknowi- 
edge that he’s of the stuff of which 
patriotic Americans are made. In the 
present crisis he doesn’t

I ex-President Roosevelt, that the sink­ 
ing of the Lusitania was the greatest 
act of piracy in history being espe­ 
cially emphasized. The baron author­ 
ized the following statement: 
“If Mr. Roosevelt used these words 
then he hurled an insult at the whole 
German people which we bitterly re­ 
sent, and at the time when we have to 
submit to the hatred and falsity of 
enemies and former friends, 
lie in­ 
sulted, without excuse, men who, fear­ 
less of death, discharged their duty to 
I he fatherland in the hour of need, 
without hope of booty. 
Denies It Is Piracy. 
“It was only after England declared 
the whole North sea a war zone, with­ 
out maintaining an effective blockade, 
that Germany with precisely the same 
light, declared 
the 
waters 
around 
England a war zone and announced 
her purpose of sinking 
all 
hostile 
commercial 
vessels 
found 
therein, 
‘whereby it would not always be pos­ 
sible to avoid, endangering the crews 
and passengers.’ 
“In the case of the Lusitania the 
German 
ambassador 
even 
further 
warned Americans through the great 
American newspapers against taking 
passage thereon. 
Does a pirate act 
thus? 
Does he take pains to save 
human lives? 
Does he publish warn­ 
ings at the risk of frustrating his own 
plans? 
“Nobody 
regrets 
more 
sincerely 
than we-Germans the hard necessit} 
of sending to their deaths hundreds 
of men. 
Yet the sinking was a justi­ 
fiable act of war, just like the bom­ 
barding of a fortress or even an un- 
forlilied city within the theater of 
war and destroying them with all the 
terrible Instruments of modern war* 
fare without regard to the peaceable 
people living therm. 
To Death After Warning. 
“The newness of the instrument of 
warfare is no argument against using 
it. 
Aerial warfare has found recogni­ 
tion in international agreements and 
submarine warfare will be similarly 
recognized.

abolish this mode of warfare? Eng­ 
land would herself be the last

code, 
relating to 
postal offenses. This section was de­ 
signed to prevent the mailing of ob­ 
scene m atter. It was amended May 
4, ISH, so as to make the word “in­ 
decent” include ‘ m atter of a char­ 
acter tending to incite arson, murdei 
or assassination.” 
Can Close Mails to Propaganda. 
Government officials who have in­ 
vestigated the m atter believe 
they 
can make this clause fit Doctor Dern­ 
burg’s utterances in connection with 
his pro-German campaign. 
W hether 
or not they are right, it was admit­ 
ted, remains to be proved. That they 
were confident they could do so was 
certain, however. 
For violating the law the p en alty 
is a maximum $5,000 fine, a maximum 
prison term of five years, or both. 
Not only was it believed the circu­ 
lation through the mails of the doc­ 
tor’s remarks could be stopped, but if 
it coaid be shown that he had him­ 
self mailed them, as the law can be 
applied to his case, it was pointed out 
that lie will lay himself directly lia­ 
ble to the law’s criminal application. 
May Close Press Bureaus. 
Incidentally, it was ascertained from 
a high quarter that the same law 
nigh be invoked against certain pro- 
T^ J German publications, a probably pre­ 
liminary being sweeping 
orders ex­ 
cluding the mfrom the mails. 
In the event of acquiescence by the 
persons behind circulation of this m at­ 
ter, 
in the government’s expected 
movement for its suppression, crim­ 
inal prosecutions were deemed 
un­ 
likely. 
Should there be a continuation, how­ 
ever, of the propaganda of which the 
government disapproves, it was said 
prosecutions were not only probable, 
but that prisop sentences would be 
sought, inasmuch as prompt payment 
and a continuation of the campaign 
would follow the imposition of mere 
fines.

Barrere, of the Johnson school, near 
Owaneco, was stabbed 
twice, 
once 
near the heart and once in the abdo­ 
men, with a knife, and probably fatal­ 
ly wounded by Themas He Barr, di­ 
rector of the school, in Oisinger’s res­ 
taurant at Owaneco last afternoon. 
The stabbing was the outgrowth of 
an effort on the part of Pe Barr to 
have the election of Principal Barrere 
rescinded by the board of directors. 
For the last three days Pe Barr had 
been circulating a petition request­ 
ing the board to disimiss Barrere. De 
Barr is under arrest without 
bond 
pending the outcome of Barrere’s in­ 
juries. 
Prof. Barrere came 
to 
Owaneco 
from Ohio a year ago, and is a grad­ 
uate of the Ohio state university. He 
is single. Pe Barr is ti member of a. 
pioneer Christian county family and 
has farmed in Locust township for 
thirty-five years. 
The two men met in the restaurant 
and a w'ar of words followed, which 
ended, De Barr says, in Barrere slap­ 
ping him in the face. 
De Barr, who had only recently re­ 
covered from a severe illness, claims 
he was forced to retaliate by using 
his knife. 
After 
the 
stabbing 
he 
walked out of the restaurant ana said 
to friends that he had “got” Barrere 
three or four times. 
Dr. H. B. Mihon last afternoon said 
the wound 
in 
Barrere’s 
abdomen 
probably would cause bis death.
